‘Until we know what we need to 


have a healthy river,” she says, “it 
seems premature to make too many 
allocations.” 

In response to concerns about wa- 
ter-use, the province has issued a 
policy framework that encourages 
industry to use municipal greywater, 
water that has already been used— 
say, to flush a toilet or wash dishes. 

Petro-Canada is already using 
greywater from the Goldbar waste- 
water treatment plant for their Fort 
Hill upgrader. After the water is 
cleaned, industry uses it as a cool- 
ant or as part of the process that 
turns bitumen into usable oil, when 
about a third of the water is lost. 
The remaining water is cleaned, and 
the contaminants removed. Then 
the water goes though the process 
once again, so it never returns to 


the river. 


City council has given E€PCOR the 
go-ahead to market the city’s grey- 
water to oil companies. Joe Gysel, 
€PCOR’s vice-president of water 
development, says he's talking with 
oil companies regarding all 12 an- 
nounced upgraders. Because he is 
still in negotiations with industry, 
he can't say if any deals are close 
to, er, closing, but he does say that 
use of greywater is the new normal 
in the Capital Region: “Some of |the 
upgraders] will have to look at grey- 
water because they likely will not get 
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a license.” 

The province is selling the initiative 
as good for the North Saskatchewan 
because it will reduce the amount of 
contaminants reaching the river. But 
the hitch is that the water itself won't 
make it back to the river either. 

The scheme doesn’t reduce the 
amount of water consumed by the 
upgraders, says Gord Thompson, 
technical co-ordinator with the 
North Saskatchewan Watershed Al- 
liance. “Whether they stick their 
straw in that stream that is heading 
back to the river,” he says, “or stick 
their straw into the river itself, the 
river doesn't see any difference.” 

Alberta Environment has no prob- 
lem with that. According to Sarah 
Pearce, provincial policy analyst, the 
planned industrial expansion repre- 
sents only a one per cent increase 
in the annual consumption of river- 
water, which is currently at a yearly 
average of 5 per cent of the river. 
Besides, unlike Alberta's southern 
rivers, the North Saskatchewan has 
quality issues, not quantity issues. 

“There actually is a lot of water 
in the river for growth,” she says. “I 
know that there is a lot of concern 
that we will be taking a lot of water 
from the river, but that's not the case. 
We think that by maximizing the use 
of the greywater, that's going to help 
improve the quality.” 


No one disputes that the use of 
greywater will improve the quality of 
the North Saskatchewan's water. One 
of the problems with the use of mu- 
nicipal greywater is that it uses water 
that was removed from the river un- 
der a city license, under which most 
of the water taken out is returned. 
Griffith's research shows that 93 per 
cent of the water Edmonton takes 
from the river is returned. None of 
the municipal greywater that indus- 
try uses will be returned. 

“It's insidious,” says Griffiths. 
“They may be taking less water out 
of the river, but by using the greywa- 
ter, there will be less water coming 
into the river.” 

While she agrees that using mu- 
nicipal greywater will keep contami- 
nants like phosphorus and _phar- 
maceuticals out of the river, if too 
much water is permanently removed 
from the river, the existing con- 
taminants in the river will be much 
more concentrated. 

“The question,” the Saskatch- 
ewan Watershed Alliance's Thomp- 
son says, “is how much can: be 
removed or consumed out of the 
river and still maintain a good bal- 


ance and a healthy aquatic eco- — 


system? What is the upper limit?

CANADA: ANIMAL PROTECTION 
ANTI-CRUELTY BILL NEEDS TOUGHENING, 
SAYS ADVOCATE 
Animal-advocacy groups and Humane So- 
Cieties across the country are fighting a new 
federal animal cruelty bill, which they say 
doesn't go far enough to protect animals. 
The current legislation is over 100 years 


| old, and anew bill has been in the works 


for a couple of years, but suffered a setback 
when the Liberal government fell in 2005. 
The new bill (S-203) being discussed 
in parliament Is far weaker than the bill 
proposed by the Liberals, says Tove Reece, 
spokesperson for the Edmonton-based 
Voice for Animals.

ASTUDY OF EDMONTON'S 
MYSTERIOUS INDUSTRIAL 
PARKS, FROM WHO GOES IN TO 
WHAT COMES OUT 





Hundreds of local and national busi- 
nesses Carry on their day-to-day ac- 
tivities in mysterious and strange 
places around the city known as in- 
dustrial parks. 

Now, these “parks” don’t contain 
any natural beauty. Instead they 
accommodate a range of business 
types, from sprawling, hardcore in- 
dustrial manufacturers to esoteric 
retailers. That so many seemingly 
obscure businesses can turn enough 
profit to stay afloat is baffling. The 
scope of these industries in €-Town 
is nothing short of incredible, and re- 
ally, it’s what this city is all about—or 
at least what it's becoming more and 
more about, whether we like it or 
not. | took a tour through Edmon- 
ton's burgeoning new “parks” system 
to debunk some of their industrial 
mysteries. 

And I was surprised by my find- 
ings: the next time you're enjoying 
a nice serving of Cheemo perogies, 
pat yourself on the back. You're eat- 
ing locally. Those little dumplings 
of joy are made in the west end on 
a seldom-visited avenue in the heart 
of Mitchell industrial park. The guys 
who installed the light poles on An- 
thony Henday Drive? They’re in the 
neighbourhood too. The boys who 
wired your house probably bought 
their cable somewhere around here, 


and the lumber likely came from the 
Home Depot holding yard just across 
the Yellowhead. 

That mattress on which you shag 
your significant other may have 
come from Sealy’s west-end plant. 
As a general rule, one does not fuck 
with the guys at the Nut and Bolt 
House. If you don’t know a 5/16-inch

drillbit from a 9/32-inch, don't even 
show up. Lonely, card-only diesel fil- 
lup centers and mile-high truck junk- 
yards reside side by side. And let's 
not forget the Trinidad and Tobago 
cultural centre, sandwiched between 
a mobile communications company 
and a hot tub manufacturer on 123 
Avenue 





The city’s southside industrial ar- 
eas house an equally diverse and 
bizarre array of businesses and 
services. Next door to an electrical 
wholesaler you'll find an Indian cul- 
tural centre that hosts weddings and 
special events. The massive Ferrier 
transit garage is located just south of 
Wagner High School on 86 Street, 





and there's a Taekwondo dojo across 
the street. Beside an apparently un- 
used, empty field, the neon sign of a 
ramshackle convenience store blinks 
and buzzes. On the same block one 
can purchase a fire alarm system, a 
pool table, 100 feet of plumbing pipe 
and 500 decorative balloons. (All you 
need then is a can of whipped cream 
and you'll be ready for a helluva Sat- 
urday night.) 

Amongst the many strange and 
ultra-specialized businesses, there 
are the open-for-lunch-only greasy 
spoons The majority of these es 


tablishments are of the handwrit- 
ten-sign variety, perpetually on the 
verge of closure for health violations: 
Donairs, burgers, and Chinese seem 
to be the thing, and mostly popular 
with the hardhat crowd. The low 
rent drinking halls, such as Trav's 
just off 51 Avenue on 97 Street, are 
packed to the nuts at 5 p.m. every 
day and dead empty by 9 or 10. Aside 
from the diehard Golden Tee-playing 
Jager-pounders, you won't find a soul 
there on the weekends 

Industrial parks are places of sel- 
dom-considered activity that oper- 
ate on a strict nine-to-five schedule. 
They’re furiously busy during the 
day and ghost towns in the evening 
and on weekends. They’re the beat- 
ing heart of this ever-growing city of 
industry. 

So, the next time you ask yourself, 
“What goes on in those places?”, 
think steel toes and Cheemo pero- 
gies.

People often chuckle about me being 
a reggae dude in Edmonton, which 
often seems like the most un-Jamai- 
can place in the world. Cer- 
tainly, trudging down Jas- 
per Avenue with the icy 
fingers of an Edmonton 
winter clamped firmly 
around your balls is a 
far cry from wandering 
the beaches of Montego 
Bay, but it’s pretty easy and 
affordable to seek out some Ja- 
maican vibes without getting on a 
plane. 


$11.25: Chicken Roti and Ting 
First of all, sleep in late. Your Jamai- 
can Saturday will start with lunch 
at the small but mighty Irie Foods 
(2807 Mill Woods Road). If they 
have it, I highly recommend the 
chicken roti ($9), which is spicy cur- 
ried magnificence. If not, their jerk 
chicken (also $9) is quite delicious, 
served over a bed of rice and peas 
with a dumpling. They have a variety 
of Jamaican sodas, including Ting, 
the Jamaican equivalent of Fresca, 
for $2.25 a bottle. 






$4 and change: Jerk Sauce and 
Sweet Soda 

Next you will need to get some fix- 
ings for dinner. Venture into Super- 
store and get a bottle of President's 
Choice “Memories of Montego Bay” 
jerk sauce for $2.50. I have tried 
many jerk sauces over the years, 
and President's Choice has 
them all beat, a perfect 
of heat 
and flavour. Also con- 


combination 


sider picking up some 
other Jamaican swag in 
the Ethnic Foods aisle, 
such as Grace Hot Pep- 
per Sauce ($1.99) and some 
Grace Pineapple sodas (98 cents 
a bottle). Jamaican sodas can be in- 
sanely sweet, so drink with caution. 


$5: DVD Rental 

Your next stop should be 
Sneak Preview Video 
(4047-106 St.) to rent 
The Harder They Come. 
This is the incredible Ja- 
maican B-movie starring 
Jimmy Cliff as country 
bumpkin turned singer turned 
desperate outlaw. Look for my quote 
on the back cover of the DVD. 


$12: Dub Warriors 
Your Saturday night will need a 






soundtrack. Check out the reggae 
offerings at Blackbyrd, Southside 
Sound, or Sound Connection. A new 
Soul Jazz collection will set you back 
$27.99, so to make the $50 stretch 
further, try the used section. I picked 
up the spacey Deliverance by Revo- 
lutionary Dub Warriors for $12. 
Let's see—that adds up to about 
$32.75 so far. You have two options 
now, depending on what's in your 
kitchen. IF you already have some 
chicken, rice, and kidney beans on 
hand, head to the liquor store and 
pick up a six-pack of Red Stripe 
beer (around $14 with tax). If not, 
forgo the beer and buy them at the 
grocery store (also about $12).

Club Soda 

Also bloody useless. After several 
minutes of dabbing, a damp pink 
stain remained. Perhaps it didn't 
work because the club soda was the 
low sodium variety. Then again, 


salt didn’t work either. Speaking of 
which... 


Salt 


Supposedly salt acts a buffer that 
prevents the wine from setting into 
the carpet, giving you time to figure 
out what to do. For me it did just 
the opposite: after vacuuming up 
the salt, the stain was bluish-gray 
and set, rendering all other removal 
methods totally ineffective. Plus, I 
ended up with crunchy bits of salt 
ground into the rug. 


Dish Soap 

Never use dish soap on a red wine 
stain. Ever. I couldn't even tell how 
much of the stain was gone, because 
even the tiny amount I squeezed 
onto the carpet foamed up into a 
soapy mess when I started blotting it. 
After 15 minutes of futile scrubbing, 
I gave up. When it dried, I was left 
with a huge, crunchy white blotch 
way more noticeable than a faded 
wine stain. Then again, I suppose 
you could use this area to exfoliate 
your feet. 


Wine Away

best method I tested—I highly recom- 
mend picking up a bottle (available 
at most home and kitchen stores) 
Spray the stain, let it sit for five min- 
utes, blot with paper towels, and then 
use a damp towel to dab away the 
residue. After two applications, the 
stain was completely gone. Even bet- 
ter, Wine Away is biodegradable, free 
of bleach and phosphates, good for 
clothing, safe for kids and pets—and 
it smells like oranges. 


Plain Old Bar Soap 

I discovered this method back when 
I was a neophyte wine drinker, spill- 
ing cheap Chilean Merlot on my 
bedroom rug. Soak the stain with 
lots of water, then rub ever so lightly 
with a bar of soap—use only a tiny 
amount. Rub gently but vigorously 
with a soaked rag/paper towel, then

add more water and repeat until the 
stain is gone, or until it's so faint your 
parents won't notice. 


Baking Soda Paste 

This method involves mixing up a 
thick paste of baking soda and water, 
applying it to the stain, letting it sit 
for a couple minutes, and then blot- 
ting it up with wet paper towels. It 
was tricky to get the right consisten- 
cy (the ratio of baking soda to water 
is approximately 3:1), and it was also 
tricky to get the paste off the car- 
pet. The end result was a faded gray 
stain that wasn't too noticeable... but 
wasn't worth the mess. 


Wet Paper Towels 

If you haven't got anything else (or 
you're too drunk to manage anything 
else), soak a paper towel, wring it out 






partially, let it sit on the stain for 
about five minutes, then blot. You 
could also use this method to keep 
the stain wet while you run to the 
store and buy Wine Away. 


My final scientific conclusion? To 
remove a red wine stain, blot first, 
invest in some Wine Away, use bar 
soap or baking soda if you don’t have 
anything else, and avoid white wine, 
club soda, salt, and dish soap.

Visions of rich, garlic-infused sauces 
on perfectly-cooked al dente pasta 
would have to tide me over until I 
passed South Edmonton Common’s 
haven for chain restaurants.

I surprised myself by passing 91 
Street nearly unscathed. The 34 
Avenue Indian restaurant strip—in- 
cluding the incredible Chinese-In- 
dian fusion at Masala Wok—called 
my name, but not as deafeningly as 
Noodle Xtreme (2605-66 Street) 
at the edge of a five-minute dash off 
the 50 Street exit.

| can't remember if the server put 
her hand on her hip to signal she'd 
rook no denials, but the gesture was 
jmplied in her tone of voice. Clearly 
we were greenhorns, mere novices in 
a temple of meat, and we were about 
to be initiated into the mysteries of 
Smokey Joe’s Hickory Smokehouse. 
“!'m taking two more back,” she 
shouted over her shoulder down the 
length of the restaurant, which has 
acquired a more rustic atmosphere 
from the ersatz. "50s-malt-shop am- 
biance if béasted when | knew it as 
he Ritz Diner, an unlikely venué 
for loud local-and touring alterna- 
rock in the late 1980s and early '90s. 
he checkerboard floor tile was still 
place, as was the ‘notoriously tiny 
stage, but the latter has been turned 
into an impromptu office (or maybe 
it was promptu—sometimes I can't 
tell the difference). The rest of the 
décor “seems pointedly unpreten- 
tious and unfancy, as though to say, 
“You're-here for the food, ain’tcha?”

She announced that this was 
he only smoker in western Canada 
and that it was regularly stoked with 
applewood and loaded with beef, 
pork, turkey, and ham. The meats 
would languish there for 10 to 15 
hours until achieving smoked per- 
fection; then they’d spend two days 
in the restaurant's steam table get- 
ting nice and tender prior to landing 
in front of a hungry customer.

He’d have the beef 
dinner ($12:50) with-cornbread and 
potato salad; | had already intended 
to order the pork ribs\($14 50)-with 
beans and coleslaw:.(Smokey Joe's 
entrées entitle you to’a choice of two 
sides.) 

Back at the tablé,my co-diner 
availed himself of t 
ons and brown-paper placemat to 
create a psychedelic pattern of inter- 
locking geometrical Shapes and lurid 
colours. (Knowing that my co-diner 
has never indulged in psychedelics, 
my suspicion that hg always trip- 
ping on the internalschemicals God 
gave him at birth confirmed. ) 
Decorated placemats from previous 
customers were displayed around 








the restaurant, including the cartoon 
image of a youngster in a backwards 
baseball cap proclaiming, “I ate until 
I was sick at Smokey Joe's!” 

In no time at all, we were presented 
with two oblong platters freighted 
with barbecued goodness. You've 
probably heard that a healthy serv- 
ing of meat should be no larger than 
a pocketbook. Smokey Joe's doesn't 
give a rip. My thick slab of ribs was 
slightly larger than a Stephen King 
paperback and Diner #2 was con- 
fronted with a heap of shredded

smoked brisket that shoved his sides 
to the edge of the plate. Bottles of 
mild barbecue sauce, ketchup, and a 
thick, angry-looking hot sauce were

Many a time I’ve been left hungry 
by ribs that were more sinew, fat, 
and bone than meat. This was not 
one of those times. The ribs were 
not the tenderest I’ve ever eaten, but 
they were well-upholstered with suc- 
culent smoked pork—such a primal 
pleasure to tear at with the teeth—and 
the barbecue sauce was sweet and 
tangy without obscuring the meaty 
flavour. The coleslaw and garlic toast 
were pretty standard picnic fare, but 
the beans were dense and dark with 
molasses and savoury seasonings. | 
enjoyed the small sampling I could 
fit in on top of the ribs. My co-diner 
didn't initially seem overly impressed 
by his beef dinner—though he raved 
about the cornbread, imbued with a 
hint of jalaperio—but he seemed to 
enjoy it progressively more in retro- 
spect as the evening wore on, finally 
proclaiming long after we'd left the 
restaurant that he was really looking 
forward to a return visit 

Clearing the plates, our server 
asked if we wanted to see a dessert 
menu. We both declined, protesting 
bursting bellies. “No need to stop at 
McDonald's on the way home,” she 
said with obvious pride and brought 
us our bill, which came to an unpre- 
tentious sum—less than $30, before 
beer and tip.

Is It OK To Like The Junos? 


DOES CANADA'S MUSIC AWARDS 
SHOW DESERVE ITS REP ASA 
SHOWCASE FOR MAINSTREAM 
MEDIOCRITY?

In 2003, the minds behind the 
Juno Awards decided enough was 
enough—it was time to breathe new 
life into what had become a tired rit- 
ual. For starters, the ceremony was 
uprooted from its traditional home 
in Hamilton and sent cross-coun- 
try, moving to a different Canadian 
metropolis every year. The new-and- 
improved Junos promised to bring 
several non-broadcast events to host 
cities as well, encouraging residents 
to get off the couch and enjoy the lo- 
cal music scene. . 

This year, the Canadian Acad- 
emy of Recording Arts and Sciences 
(CARAS) brings the awards to Cal- 
gary; JunoFest, the sprawling, multi- 
day, multi-venue series of concerts 
arriving the ceremony'’s wake, 
boasts an impressively diverse lineup 
of local and national talent. Pleased 
with the willingness of host cities to 
embrace the ceremony and encour- 
aged by higher-than-ever broadcast 
ratings (around 1.5 million viewers 
a year), the powers that be are be- 
ginning to see their once-humble 
Juno Awards as a major destination 
event 

“People travel for big sporting 
events like the Grey Cup or the Stan- 
ley Cup, so I think that's a good basis 
for comparison,” says CARAS presi- 
dent Melanie Berry, whose leadership 
has brought about many of the re- 
cent improvements. “I would love to 
see people travel for the Juno Awards 
and to come out and celebrate music 





with us. And | do know a lot of peo- 
ple that have come since it started 
to move, especially after it’s come to 
their city. Loads of people are com- 
ing to Calgary this year from Saska- 
toon and Winnipeg and Halifax, and 
I'd love to see that snowball.” 
Naturally, not everyone shares 
Berrys enthusiasm. Especially 
among the ever-expanding, increas- 
ingly noisy “indie” scene, there is a 
palpable sense of disdain for awards 
shows in general, and the Junos in 
particular. The big bone of conten- 


‘tion tends to be the decision-making 


process, which is often derided as 
being too sales-focused and oriented 
towards the much-loathed “major-la- 
bel mentality.” Many argue that the 
awards should be based—gasp!—sole- 
ly on artistic merit. 

“[That] .would definitely change 
things,” says Dallas Green, whose 
City & Colour project took home last 
year’s Juno for Alternative Album of 
the Year. “I think fans would see a lot 
more of the bands and artists that 
they appreciate. And it would change 
for artists for sure, mainly because 
more people would be recognized 
and it would be a fair fight. Even if 
they say that sales don't affect who 
gets nominated or ends up winning, 
that’s how it seems. Some of the best 
bands go unnoticed.” 

In fact, only seven of the 39 Juno 
categories uses sales as a factor (of- 
ficially, anyway) in assembling the 
list of nominees, and every category 
is subject to scrutiny by a panel of in- 
dustry experts, either in the form of 
small jury votes or CARAS member- 
ship ballots. Furthermore, each year’s 
results are subjected to a rigourous 
post mortem geared towards deciding 
whether the nomination and voting 
schemes worked the way they were 
supposed to. In fact, just last year, the

sales component was removed from 
the Album of the Year awards for 
rock, pop, and instrumental discs 
But despite CARAS's best efforts, 
some critics refuse to be silenced. 
“When you're watching the Junos, 
who's the one that fucking picks the 
artists that are there?” asked 2006 
Juno performer and 2008 Juno 
nominee Patrick Watson in an inter- 










































view last November. “Why are they 
picked? Are they the best artists in 
Canada? No, they're not. They’re the 
albums that sold, and that’s a fact 
And what's happening is that people 
who don’t have the opportunity to 
learn about music see that and go, 
‘These are the best musical artists 
right now, and this is all I have to lis- 
ten to.’ I find that's a disservice to the 
listener and the band.” 

Watson's ire isn't wholly unfound 
ed—the majority of awards presented 
during the broadcast are for catego 
ries partly based on sales, and while 
JunoFest features lots of lesser 
known local talent, the broadcast is 
crammed full of less-than-exciting 
outfits that already enjoy national 
followings. Most music buffs find 
it hard to stomach that, in terms of 
all-time wins, Nickelback is close 
to overtaking Canadian legends like 
Bruce Cockburn and Gordon Light: 
foot. 

“People need to remember that 
the awards are supposed to be a cel 
ebration,” responds Berry. “Nickel 
back are internationally known, and 
they’ve had huge sales, so for the cat 
egories that they're winning in, how 
could you possibly argue with that? 
But you will notice that there's abso 
lutely no category in the Juno Awards 
that says ‘best.’ If you think about tl, 
that’s a very important point: the cat 
egories are ‘...of the year.” It doesn!

Keep It Simple

When you're on your 33rd studio album, like Van 
Morrison is with Keep /t Simple, a little wheel- 
spinning and water-treading is probably inevita- 
ble—and forgivable. The man made Astral Weeks, 


for crying out loud; let's cut hima little slack. But he's still pushing his luck with 
songs like “Soul” ("Soul is a feeling, feeling deep within/Soul is not the colour 
of your skin”) and sleepy blues workouts like “Don't Go To Nightclubs Anymore" 
and “No Thing,” both of which are celebrations of Morrison's own boringness. 

“| felt | had something to say with these songs,” Morrison has claimed—that 
line even appears on a sticker affixed to the CD wrapper—but oddly, there's not 
much urgency to the lyrics here. Nothing political, no particularly tempestuous 
emotions being expressed, just a lot of boilerplate Celtic-soul nostalgia about 
“going down to the end of the land” and “hearing the song of home.” 

Morrison does sort of sum up his artistic philosophy on “That's Entrainment” 
(his term for “living in the moment”), and “Behind the Ritual” is a genuine 
charmer, an evocation of Morrison's days as a young singer, getting drunk and 
spinning out rhymes in the alley behind a club—over a simple ukulele riff, Mor- 
rison keeps swirling around three or four choice phrases, trying them in different 
combinations, getting lost in the words and the memories they evoke. 

Morrison may be keeping it simple, but when his music works, it does so in ways 
too complicated for almost anyone to duplicate.

While they've performed only a few 
times since the release of their debut 
album in January, Edmonton pop- 
‘rock outift The Whitsundays have al- 
ready achieved one of the hallmarks 
of classic pop success: association 
with courting rituals. 

“On MySpace some guy e-mailed 
me and said that he fell in love one 
night because of [our song] ‘I Want 
It All,’” says songwriter and lead vo- 
calist Paul Arnusch. “It was a really 
bizarre e-mail, but I thought, ‘Hey, 
interesting.” 

Once a solo recording project, an 
outlet for Arnusch’s affection for 
the sound quality of old Rhodes key- 
boards and Wurlitzers, The Whit- 
sundays have now grown into a com- 
plete band sharing members with 
local institutions Shout Out Out Out 
Out and The Wet Secrets. 

Favouring songwriting structures 
similar to those of ’60s bands like 
The Animals,-The Byrds, and The 
Zombies, The Whitsundays could 
easily be dismissed as nothing more 
than a backwards-looking nostalgia 
act. However, the songs have a so- 
phistication that transcends their 
vintage sound. 

Contemporary pop music “can be 
lacking in strong melody,” Arnusch

says. “I really focused on trying to 
come up with melodies that were 


complex enough to be interesting 
but simple enough to be accessible. 


I wasn't trying rip off a sound; I was 
just approaching music the way a 


band from the 60s would approach 
music. Everyone in the band totally 
digs the psychedelic sounds of th: 
"60s. 

“Plus they're pals, and obviously 
the four best-looking musicians | 
could find.” 

The 10 tracks on The Whitsundays’ 
self-titled debut are clean without 
being clinical, creative without be 
ing overloaded by effects and digital 
processing. The sound recalls Sloan's 
Twice Removed or the guitar work of 
Rick White’s Elevator project—both 
instances of artists who brought cre 
ative new ideas to traditional sound 
structures, 

“These days, so many things have 
been done already,” Arnusch says 
“It's almost more punk rock to be 
a little bit less subtle. It's a bit more 
effective to have obvious types of 
things that people can relate to rather 
than abstract types of ideas.... | stil] 
think it's an art; it takes something 
else to craft a well-written song 
So I wanted to do something that 
just anybody could throw together 
in his or her basement. I wanted to 
do something that was a little more 
timeless. 

“My goal is to have new stuff to 
play every time we play,” Arnusch 
concludes. “I’m not going to charge 
eight to ten bucks to getirrif we don't 
have at least something new. Wher 
people go to see a band like us, | want 
people to enjoy the party, but I also 
know that there are people who are 
interested in the artistic endeavour 
so we like to keep it interesting with 
new stuff.”

Ben Spurr, frontman of Toronto in- 
die pop/rock band The Coast, is call- 
ing from California, telling me about 
his present North American tour. 
“Before this one,” he says, “we'd 
been doing small tours in a minivan, 
like a soccer mom van.... So before 
we left for this big tour we decided 
we had to get a 15-passenger van; 
we'd be able to sleep in there and 
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The band went all over southern 
Ontario looking for a van that fit 
within their very modest price range, 
and they found one: “A sweet-look- 
ing ride with a blue stripe down the 
side—it was great-looking!” 

The band planned to drive from 
Toronto to Austin, but, as Spurr re- 
counts, “At some point we realized 
the gas tank was kind of... cracking.” 

“Not very good for your mileage,” 
I say. 

“Yeah, it took 80 bucks to fill, 
and it would just sort of fall out—it 
was leaking out everywhere,” Spurr 
moans. “So we had to get that fixed, 
and then, when we were driving 
through Nebraska on our way to 
Denver, smoke started billowing out 
from the engine while we were go- 
ing 60 miles an hour down the high- 
way.” 

Not good. 

“We pulled over, opened the hood, 
and the engine had completely over- 


heated. We had a gig to get to on 
time, and none of us know anything 
about mechanics, but we figured, 
‘The engine's overheated—the logical 
thing would be to pour water on it to 
cool it down.” 

I too know nothing about mechan- 
ics, so I nod pointlessly at the re- 
ceiver. 

“The day before we played in Ar- 
kansas at a place called Hot Springs,” 
continues Spurr, “and they'd given 
us a jug of pure spring water—you 
know, the stuff that's supposed to 
heal you? So we took a big jug of that 
and poured it on the engine.” 

Logic plus healing water: that 
ought to work! 

“Well, the engine gauge said it 
was still too hot,” he goes on. “We 
were parked next to a farmer's field. 
There was a pond behind two rows 
of barbed wire fences, we can't wait 
for the engine to cool down, so two 
of us took the jug and some empty 


bottles and hopped the barbed wire 
fence, looking over our shoulders 
nervously—'cause, you know, Ameri- 
can farmers, some of them have 12- 
gauge shotguns... 

“We got to the pond and back safe- 
ly. We poured the water all over the 
engine, but when we started the van, 
the engine was making weird noises. 
So we had to call CAA and they sent 
a big tow truck to haul it to the near- 
est town. We brought it to a mechan- 
ic and we told him it overheated, and 
that we poured water all over it. The 
mechanic looked us and said, ‘That's 
the worst possible thing you could 
have done. Changing the tempera- 
ture that fast cracks the engine.” 

I file that of advice away as 
Spurr continues the saga. 

“What had happened was the cool- 
ant had leaked out,” he says. C34 guess 
there was another crack on the bot- 
tom of the van, so the mechanic had 
to seal off the engine and reattach

things... but the result is we don't 
have heating in the van anymore 
Right here it’s not so bad, but tell me 
it’s, like, 10 degrees in Edmonton.” 

“Well, it’s about minus-two today,” 
I tell him, It could be worse, | think, 
recalling our lovely minus-40 week 
in January. 

“Oh,” Spurr says. “We'll have to 
go to Wal-Mart and buy a bunch of 
quilts or something.” 

“But no more van problems since 
then? With the other crack?” 

“No,” Spurr says, adding, “Before 
we left I wanted a priest to bless it 
for us, or christen it like they do with 
ships—you know, to give us goo 
luck. But we never did.”

Fans packed the sold-out Starlite 
Monday night for the return of Black 
Mountain, playing their first Edmonton 
show in nearly three years. 

Labelmates Ladyhawk kicked off 
the night, freight-training into “| Don't 
Always Know What You're Saying,” the 
intro track from their acclaimed release 
Shots. Despite their hippie fanbase— 
dreadlocks, weird-beards, “good vibes” in 
tow—bassist Sean Hawryluk denied their 
allegiance to the unwashed masses: 
“We're definitely not hippies, although 
| did smoke a ton of pot today. This 
afternoon, most of the band went to the 
shooting range. | don’t think the hippies 
would approve of that.” Ladyhawk's 
sound owes far more to Tom Petty than

While you were getting ready for 

bed Sunday night, a modest crowd 
welcomed UK dubstep ambassador 
Rusko, who dropped some of the lowest, 
heaviest, most dissonant bass heard in 


the capital in months. 

Preceded by Calgary resident Shamik 
the Human Beatbox, Rusko's set was a 
revelation: a billowing cloud of crushed 
synth melodies, stomping beats from un- 
filtered bass, all materializing a distinctly 
un-Albertan energy—this Londoner's 
dubstep selections felt especially deep 
and weighty within the comfortable 
confines of The Pawn Shop.

Francis Ford Coppola is nothing if 
not an ambitious filmmaker—and 
who can argue with the colossal am- 
bition that brought forth cinematic 
landmarks like the first two Godfa- 
thers, The Conversation, and Apoca- 
lypse Now? There are probably six 
or seven movie-lovers out there who 
don’t love those movies, but even 
they have to credit the all-encom- 
passing artistic bravado Coppola has 
imposed on screen history. At his

best, and even at his least operatic, 
Coppola's skill at translating light, 
motion, and sound into rarefied, im- 
mersive worlds where his characters’ 
sagas transpire yields movies that 
seem greater than movies—they're 
history themselves. 

Admittedly, Coppola hasn't really 
erected any cinematic landmarks in 
the recent past, though I’ve heard 
good things about the wines he pro- 
duces out of his vineyards in the Napa 
Valley. His last theatrical release was 
an adaptation of John Grisham's The 
Rainmaker in 1997, which I’m sure 
I'm not alone in admitting I haven't 
seen. Prior to that he gave us Jack 
(with Robin Williams as a 10-year- 
old), Bram Stoker's Dracula (with 
Keanu Reeves’ speech impediment) 
and The Godfather Part III (the 
less said about which, the better). 
But even through what can kindly 





be characterized as a commercial 


slump, Coppola’s movies touch on 
the extravagant artifice and narra- 
tive skill he wielded so exuberantly 
through the 1970s. 

Finally, the maestro has broken his 
10-year silence with the screen adap- 
tation of a novella by Romanian phi- 
losopher and religious scholar Mir- 
cea Eliade. Youth Without Youth stars 
Tim Roth as elderly academic Domi- 
nic Matei who, while crossing the 
street in Bucharest on Easter 1938, is 
stuck by lightning, Much to the sur- 
prise of his attending doctor (Bruno 
Ganz), Matei doesn’t die—instead he 
seems to have been rejuvenated by 
the jolt. He suddenly appears to be 
half his actual age and several times 
his previous intellectual capacity, 
which catches the attention of the 
occupying Nazi forces (and a few of 
the hospital’s nubile nurses).

anguage? The answer may surprise 
you, but it would be more surprising 
if, at the end of two ponderous hours, 
you cared very much 

Even with its scant $19 million 
budget, Youth Without Youth is a 
Fabergé egg of a movie—exquisitely 
handcrafted from the finest mate 
rials, mesmerizing to gaze upon, it 
feels classic, refined, even luxurious. 
And it just sits there. 

Coppola is no less gifted a maker 
of images than ever, here abetted by 
cinematographer Mihai Malaimare 
Jr., and his immaculate widescreen 
compositions, particularly in the first 
half set in Romania, seem at once 
painstakingly orchestrated and natu- 
rally occurring; you can almost feel 
the temperature in those scenes. 

Unfortunately, Coppola's narra- 
tive daring can be pretty exasperat- 
ing. He heavily embroiders Matei’s 
second chance at life with velvety 
dreams (frequently flipped upside 
down), fleshy reveries (or did they 
really happen?), pellucid images of 
the past, moonlit philosophic dia- 
logues between doppelgingers, lay- 


ers and layers of portentous shapes 
and sounds, to the point where you 
have to wonder if he cares very much 
at all about the story he's telling. Nor 
does he make us feel very much for 
the characters, despite the actors’ 
best efforts 

Tim Roth’s squinty, pained features 
are a perfect fit for the role of an old 
man walking around in a younger 
and

man's body Alexandra Maria 
the woman he falls in love with twice 

Actually, they're both pretty enig- 
matic—to the point of being hermeti 

cally sealed—which is maybe why it’s 
hard to care what happens to them, 
or if they even love each other. 

For thinky types, there’s quite a bit 
of religio-philosophic yammering 
about the ambiguity of time, destiny, 
eternal recurrence, personal respon 
sibility, and the evolution of post- 
historic humankind, though this is 
broken up by the occasional display 
of X-Men-like powers by the meek 
Matei. It's pretty weird 

And not much of jit prepares you 
for the climactic spat between Mate 
and his doppelganger (who may be 
corporeal or a conscience-free shard 
of his own consciousness—it doesn't 
make much difference which you 
choose to believe) over the choice 
between personal fulfillment and 
creating a bequest to the future of 
our species. 

Maybe Coppola, who turns 69 this 
week, is himself struggling with the 
notion of his legacy and the limits of 
what one person can achieve in a fi- 
nite lifetime. Hopefully he has more 
time to reckon with these questions 
and more time to make films that are 
deeply personal, but less esoteric and 
self-important, than Youth Without 
Youth.

21 TAKES A FASCINATING

I think it was movie blogger Jeffrey 
Wells who once warned audiences 
to beware of any film that begins 
with the camera rushing toward a 
cityscape over a body of water: with 
this kind of shot, Wells said, the di- 
rector is basically telling you, “I have 
no ideas. None. The movie you're 
about to watch is going to be Holly- 
wood boilerplate from beginning to 
end.” 

In a weird way, the opening shot 
of 21, with the camera zooming to- 
wards Boston across Boston Harbor, 
put me at ease: it was kind of a re- 
lief, after a busy, hectic workday, to 
know that for the first time all day, 
I wouldn't have to concentrate too 
hard on what was going on in front 
of me to follow what was going on. 

Paradoxically, 21 is the story of a 
scam that requires unusual levels 
of mental focus from everyone in- 
volved in it. Our hero, Ben Campbell 
(Jim Sturgess, the Paul McCartney 
type from Across the Universe), is a 
shy M.L.T. student whose phenome- 
nal aptitude for math catches the eye 
of his nonlinear equations professor 
Mickey Rosa (Kevin Spacey, smirk- 
ing up his usual storm) 

Rosa, it turns out, has a very 
profitable side business going on: 
he’s been taking his best students, 
teaching them blackjack, and turn- 
ing them into a crack card-counting 
squad. Every weekend, they go to 
Vegas; the girls on the team circulate

through the room, playing the table 
minimum and locating the “hot” ta- 
bles (i-e., the tables with an unusual 
number of high cards left in the shoe, 
a disadvantageous situation for the 
dealer), whereupon they signal the 
guys who swoop in, lay down some 
big bets, and reap the big rewards. 
At the end of the night, they return 
to their luxury suite, divvy up their 
winnings, and party until dawn. 

Ben is reluctant to join Rosa's pos- 
se, but he needs to scrape together 
$300,000 if he wants to attend 
Harvard Medical School—plus, he’s 
got a massive crush on Jill (Kate Bo- 
sworth), the cute blonde math whiz 
Rosa assigns to recruit him—and so 
before you know it, he's taking his 
first flight to Vegas, a few thousand 
dollars in bills stuffed into his under- 
wear because if they leave it in their 
luggage, it'll show up when airport 
security runs it through the scanner. 

The business with the underwear 
is one of the few tangy details to 
have survived from Ben Mezrich’s 
nonfiction book Bringing Down the 
House, which “inspired” this film. 
The filmmakers’ decision to change 
the race of the central figure from 
Chinese to white is an annoyance— 
as if audiences couldn't possibly ex- 
pect to be interested in this story if it 
happened to an Asian man—but 21’s 
bigger artistic problem is the way 
it's managed to take a true story and 
dramatize it in such a predictable, 
canned way that you don't believe a 
moment of it. 

Every beat of Ben's journey spills 
out of this screenplay as predictably 
as the cards from a cold deck: train- 
ing montage, initial success, high 
times and high living, Ben becomes 
a cocky douchebag, Ben loses touch 
with his “true” friends, disaster 
strikes, Ben hits bottom, Ben makes 





amends, Ben bounces back for one 
final score. 

Director Robert Luketic (Legally 
Blonde) spends so much time on 
this worn-out plotline that some- 
where, amidst the fancy computer 
effects showing chips growing into 
piles and putting cards~into such 
looming closeups that they seem to 
be as big as movie posters, he forgets 
to explain exactly how card-counting 
works. Or at least why it works—why 
“keeping the count” is important 
what it means to a counter's strategy 
when a +8 count leaps to +15, and 
how they calculate when the time is 
right to cash out. 

All that might sound tedious, but 
it's the minutiae of a scam that make 
it fascinating—and anyway, it can't 
be much more tedious than watch- 
ing Ben predictably fall out with his 
nerdy friends or waiting for some- 
one to steal all the winnings Ben has 
stashed in the ceiling of his dorm 
room. (If this guy’s such a genius, 
why doesn't he rent a safety deposit 
box?) 

I don’t even have the space to ad- 
dress the film’s odd morality, where- 
by Rosa is made out to be a villain 
who deserves his comeuppance 
while Ben gets rewarded at the end 
of the film with everything he ever 
wanted—he even leverages the story 
of his Vegas adventures into a full 
scholarship to Harvard Med! Mean- 
while, Laurence Fishburne, playing 
a security chief who loves dragging 
card-counters into the casino base- 
ment and beating their faces to jelly, 
is portrayed as a sort of a noble prac- 
titioner of a dying art.

A funny thing happened on the way 
to Ottawa last week. 

The CRTC is getting ready to re- 
view cable rules for the first time 
in donkeys’ years. (Hallelujah!) In 
its zeal, it's proposing that foreign 
broadcasters start compensating 
Canadian nets for subscriber and re- 
transmission rights. In other words, 
CTV wants its money back for Two 
and a Half Men. (Regardless, that’s 
years out of our lives that we'll never 
get back.) 

The argument is clear: networks 
such as Global pay a ton of money 
for the right to simulcast House in- 
terspersed with ads for Tim Hortons 
instead of Dunkin’ Donuts. So why 
aren't U.S. networks and cable chan- 
nels contributing to Canadian con- 
tent in gratitude? 

Uh, because they couldn't care less 


about Canadian television 

What | want to know is why we 
suddenly believe American broad 
casters owe us anything. We've been 
stealing signals from south of the 
border since before the CBC started 
spewing out its own in 1952. And 
now we feel entitled to investment? 

Is this sense of entitlement brought 
on by the CRTC's race to save face in 
an ever-expanding media environ- 
ment, or is it simply a way for Ca- 
nadian broadcasters to extort money 
in an effort to make up for selling off 
their own libraries? (I’m looking in 
your general direction, CBC.) 

It's been a tough week for public 
broadcasting, and not just in Can- 
ada. Last week the French govern- 
ment bailed out public broadcasting 
channels France 2 et France 3 to the 
tune of nearly $250 million to make 
up for crash-and-burn ad revenues 
Yes, it's getting harder to fill sponsor 
space on les Frances since President 
Sarkozy put the kibosh on commer- 
cial ads on the channels. Go figure. 

It's hard to imagine our Fearless 
Leader ixnaying commercial adver- 
tising on CBC, They can’t even go 
whole hog on Cancon.

Directed and co-written by Kim- 
berly Peirce (who's been MIA from 
Hollywood since her acclaimed 1999 
debut film Boys Don’t Cry), Stop 
Loss is an open nerve of a movie. 
It seethes with emotions that aren't 
always on the surface, but are con- 
stantly simmering just below it 

Sgt. Brandon King (Ryan Phillippe) 
has made it out of Iraq in one piece 
After too many close calls, Brandon 
and others in his platoon are headed 
home. For some, it’s just for a rest, 
for others, including Brandon and 
his best friend Steve, it’s home for 


loyal soldier. Brandon considers his 
commitment to the Army fulfilled 
and vows never to return to Iraq, and 
instead chooses a life as a fugitive, 
further alienating himself from the 
country he has sacrificed so much 
for. 

Peirce has created a finely mea 
sured movie, with controlled pacing 
and a smart script--The_cast plays 
their emotions close to the vesfan- 
til the right time comes to let it out, 
making the plight of these victims of 
loyalty all the more resonant. Phil- 
lippe (who after Breach, Crash, Flags 
of Our Fathers, and now Stop-Loss 
is looking like less and less of the 
pretty-boy lightweight he seemed to

States.” 

This practice, known as “stop- 
loss,” is used to extend tours of duty 
and renew enlistment of soldiers 
returning home from Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan. Those hit with it call it a 
backdoor draft, but the U.S. govern- 
ment declares it policy and expects 
its soldiers to suck it up and return 
to formation. Most do, but some 
soldiers who are caught up in this 
unfair and absurd policy are taking 
a stand. Some have sued the govern- 
ment itself for breach of contract, 
but find that most battles with bu- 
reaucracy are losing ones. Some re- 
alize that the only real way to fight 
Stop-loss is to run—to put up with 
being branded as deserters, crimi- 
nals, and cowards, and make sacri- 


good. The soldiers are excited to be 
back with their families, but the cel- 
ebrations are short-lived. It doesn't 
take long for their loved ones to see 
that these men have changed, their 
traumatic memories of war keeping 
them at a remove 

Even so, Brandon finds it hard to 
take when, after two tours off duty, 
he gets stop-lossed. With recruit- 
ment at an all-time low, Uncle Sam 
needs to keep all of his good soldiers 
by his side. War might be hell, but the 
real killer is the fine print. Brandon 
expresses his outrage to superiors by 
saying, “Fuck President Bush!”—a 
sentiment shared by millions around 
the world, but which is all the more 
inflammatory when it comes from 
the mouth of a proud Texan and a 
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be in his Cruel Intentions days) gives 
a thoughtful performance with a sol- 
dierly control that a less experienced 
actor might not have been able to 
generate. The standout here, how- 
ever, is Joseph Gordon-Levitt, who 
is quickly becoming one of the most 
versatile actors currently working 
in Hollywood—albeit in movies (like 
Brick and The Lookout) that few 
people have taken the trouble to seek 
out 

Hopefully Stop-Loss won't be an- 
other one. This is not an antiwar 
movie, nor is it a testament to the 
fraternity of soldiers. This is a movie 
about the tug-of-war between self 
preservation and duty and, as with 
most conflict, it’s impossible to tell 
which side wins.

It's a Friday when I sit down to speak 
with Mayor Stephen Mandel about 
the upcoming Mayor's Celebration 
of the Arts. It was a last-minute in- 
terview request, to be honest, and I 
can’t help but think how nice it was 
for him to squeeze me in. Mandel 
is leaving town later in the day for a 
trip to Central and Eastern Europe; 
he'll be visiting a nanotechnology 
research centre in Prague, he'll be 
in Poland trying get direct flights 
resumed between here and Warsaw, 
and when he gets to Kiev, he'll meet 
with the Canadian ambassador to 
Ukraine to see about opening a con- 
sulate in Edmonton. 

When I was walking the 10 blocks 
or so from the SEE office to City 
Hall, | spend the trip tossing over 
once again in my mind the questions 
I wanted to ask Mandel, not just 
fluffball questions about the Mayor's 
Celebration of the Arts, but about 
the Edmonton arts scene in general. 
It's a topic that’s been obsessing me 
lately, one that I’ve been thinking 
about more than 10 Todd Babiaks all 
taped together. 

The obsession started with Eu- 
gene Stickland’s recent cover story 
in Alberta Views in which he argued 
that Calgary, not Edmonton, is now 
the province's most exciting theatre 
town, and it kicked into high gear 
during the many conversations I had 
in the SEE office with news editor 
Angela Brunschot prompted by the 
piece she wrote about how the city 
spent its Cultural Capital funding. 
A lot of talented people got well- 
deserved money as a result of that 
Cultural Capital grant, but the whole 
thing still seemed like a wasted op- 
portunity to raise the profile of local 
artists. 

There’s a lot of art going on in this 
city, but it seems hidden away, secret, 
easy to miss if you're not actively 
looking for it. True, I had to admit to 
myself as I passed the future site of 
the new Art Gallery of Alberta, when 
that building opens, it will be a highly 
visible symbol of our city’s commit- 
ment to art, but I also had to wonder 

whether one expensive, off-brand 
Frank Gehry building will make €d- 
monton the art mecca that the city 
and the Journal believe it will. 

I thought, not for the first time, 
about how so many of my theatrical 
friends and acquaintances were mov- 
ing away from Edmonton, driven to 
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leave by escalating rents. Edmonton 
used to be a place where a person 
could afford to live on an artist's sal- 
ary; with that advantage gone, why 
not pay the same rent (or one slight- 
ly higher) in a town closer to where 
the “action” is? 

And I thought about a conversa- 
tion I'd once had with a prominent 
local artistic director whose com- 
pany had just completed a run of a 
much buzzed-about, critically ac- 
claimed play. The show seemed like 


on the same bill? 

I leafed through that morning's 
Edmonton Journal as I waited. There 
were two stories about Mandel in 
the city section: one by Gordon Kent 
about his upcoming trip headlined 
“Mayor out to spread the word,” and 
the other a column by Scott McK- 
een headlined “Love him or hate 
him, Mandel is exactly what this city 
needs.” (McKeen’s piece spilled onto 
the back page of the section; the spill 
was headlined “Mayor gets things 


coming), “I think we need to be the 
next Edmonton. | think we need to 
find our own place in the world and 
be excited about our own city. We're 
not Seattle, we're not New York, 
we're not Peoria, Illinois. It's about 
incremental growth. It's not about 
‘fixing’ anything—this isn’t surgery, 
where you set a broken bone and the 
foot's all corrected. It’s about expand- 
ing in any number of ways, and artis- 
tically is just one of them.”

sold, he said, and subtracted the sub- 
scribers and all the freebie tickets for 
sponsors and media, the number of 
Edmontonians who came to see that 
specific show, over and above their 
core audience, was infinitesimally 
small. Is there an upper limit to Ed- 
montonians’ level of interest in the 
arts? Do we really need more “cele- 
bration” of the arts right now? Don't 
we need some hard-headed critical 
examination of them instead? 


EVERYBODY LOVES STEPHEN 
Even as | sat there in the immaculate 
reception area of Mandel’s office, 
soothingly laid out in pale blue-green 
tones accented with blond wood and 
clear Plexiglas, I knew it was ridicu- 
lous to lay all that at the mayor's 
feet. ; 

I had heard accounts from several 
people of what the mayor's annual 
event honouring the arts was like 
under the leadership of Bill Smith—a 
fairly dismal lunch-hour event which 
Smith would sit through with an all- 
too-palpable lack of interest. Mandel, 
who had made support of the arts 
one of the planks of his 2004 elec- 
tion platform, helped reconceive the 
event as a nighttime gala at the Win- 
spear Centre, part awards ceremony, 
part entertainment extravaganza, 
open to the public and featuring a 
cross-section of Edmonton perform- 
ers. And if this year’s lineup of acts— 
comedy from Teatro la Quindicina, 
dance from Brian Webb, music by 
Kita no Taiko, an aerial performance 
by Annie Dugan—has a whiff of “the 
usual suspects” about it, where else 
are you going to see all these people 


done.”) Yeesh—Mandel is apparently 
awesome. Was I just being churlish 
picking nits this way? 

Finally, Mandel emerged from his 
conference room after just a few 
minutes and suggested we talk right 
there—he was stealing some spare 
moments away from the middle of 
another appointment taking place 
on the other side of the doors. He 
was friendly, if a little reserved, and 
I tried to open him up by getting him 
to talk about the role the arts had 
played in his life—did his interest in 
them come from his upbringing? 

“No,” he said. “I look at the arts as 
an integral part of quality of life in 
the city. My wife was always very in- 
volved in dance, and when we moved 
to Edmonton, we'd go to various 
events. But that’s only half of it. The 
reality is, arts is good business—the 
arts supply work for a tremendous 
number of people. And if you don't 
have an arts scene, you don’t have 
much of a city.” 

His response when I asked him if 
there was an Edmonton arts event 
from the last year or two that he 
particularly enjoyed was similarly 
broad—as mayor, he said, his sched- 
ule is so full that he has nowhere near 
the time to take in as many cultural 
events as he would like to, although 
he does enjoy attending the sympho- 
ny with his wife Lynn on Sundays, 
his day off. 

When asked if there's a city some- 
where in North America of similar 
size and economic status as Edmon- 
ton whose arts scene he looks to as 
a model—if he hopes Edmonton can 
one day be “the next Seattle” or “the 
next Austin” or whatever~Mandel 
replies (and I should have seen this 


experiences he’d like to see the aver- 
age Edmontonian have each year? 
Say, one local play, a visit to a gallery, 
and a couple of concerts? Of course 
not, he says. It’s not mandatory to 
attend the arts, any more than it's 
mandatory to attend an Oilers game. 


FLORIDA TOURISM 

His answers were perfectly reason- 
able, perfectly practical, supplied 
matter-of-factly and intelligently 
without a trace of defensiveness, and 
yet somewhat unsatisfying in the 
way they evinced a generalized inter- 
est in and respect for the arts rather 
than a particular passion for them. 

I flash back to Mandel’s early 
speeches soon after his election and 
thinking how on the one hand, it 
was great to have a mayor who could 
approvingly quote Richard Florida 
(whose influential pro-arts book 
The Rise of the Creative Class made 
him sort of the Malcolm Gladwell 
of urban theory), but whose natural 
sympathies seemed to lie more with 
the consumers of art rather than the 
people who produce it, the weekend 
gallerygoer rather than the strug- 
gling young painter. As if the city 
were an upscale restaurant, and the 
artists were there merely to provide 
some classy background ambience. 

That said, the Mayor's Celebration 
of the Arts dispenses several thou- 
sand dollars to emerging and estab- 
lished artists every year, and Man- 
del’s attitude toward those prizes is 
admirably practical-minded. I ask 
him if it matters to him what the art- 
ists do with that money—should it be 
treated like a grant and funneled back 
into their art, or should the winners 
feel free to blow it all on videogames, 


bourbon, and lottery tickets? 

“I’m sure some of these artists yj) 
need to spend the money on groce, 
ies,” he says, “so they can go ahead 
and do that. Or they can spend it o, 
their artistic endeavours. They'y 
earned the award, the judges hay, 
deemed them to be the best in tho; 
particular categories, so they Can dg 
with the money what they think 
wisest.” 

Ah yes, the judging. Which lead, 
me to one of my big gripes with th, 
Mayor's Celebration of the Arts. 
well, not the judging so much as th, 
nomination process, which is noto 
riously undiscriminating. Basically 
anyone who fills out the proper form 
(or, more accurately, who can ee 








a friend to fill it out for them) ge, 
nominated, In other words, it's eas 
to essentially nominate yourself, ; 
fact that somewhat diminishes th¢ 
prestige of the evening's awards 

“That's a fair criticism,” Mande 
says. “All I can say is that's the sys 
tem that’s always been in place.” A|. 
though, as he points out, that's really 
an issue to raise with the Professiond 
Arts Coalition of Edmonton (PACE) 
the non-profit, volunteer-run org: 
nization that produces the Mayor 
Celebration, and not the mayor's of: 
fice, which merely lends the event its 
name and support. 

And isn’t that really all you cay 
realistically ask a mayor to do fo 
the arts: to lend his support? To sé! 
the stage, put a little money into the 
right hands, and then leave it up to 
the artists to do something with it? 
What kind of truly subversive artis! 
relies on the freakin’ mayor to help 
him out, anyway? “I think a big par 
of it is public hype,” Mandel says 
“If there were as much media cover 
age of the arts as there is of sports 
maybe that would change things too 
But our job isn’t to spend dollars on 
advertising; it’s to try and provide 
an environment that allows them ( 
flourish.” 

We've been talking for more that 
15 minutes now, and it's obvious 
Mandel needs to get back to his othet 
meeting. Fair enough; he's got a lot (0 
take care of today to prepare for his 
trip, and he makes a weary, good-m 
tured joke about how, all things being 
equal, he’d rather be staying home 
Hey, that nanotechnology plant ist! 
going to visit itself! Either way, hel! 
be back in town just in time for a 
laxing Monday night presiding ove' 
the Mayor's Celebration of the Arts 
handing out awards, applauding the 
performers, and probably taking 
a gentle ribbing from a couple 4 
them.

RADIO HOST, VIDEOGRAPHER, 
AND ARTS ENTHUSIAST D. 
JEFFREY BUCHANAN CAN'T BE

“When SEE told me we would have 
600 words for this article, I thought, 
‘Oh no! I can’t even order food in 
600 words!” 

It's these self-effacing moments 
that make local videographer and ra- 
dio host David Jeffrey Buchanan so 
fascinating: he’s conscious—or, rath- 
er, sweetly irreverent towards—his 
unbridled enthusiasm for all things 
artistic. Eager isn’t even the right 
word for it: he refers to himself as 
one of Canada’s “worst interview- 
ers” on account of his habit of as- 
sailing guests with his innumerable 
insights, on his CJSR radio program 
Sound of My Own Voice and his blog 
asparagusgreen.ca. 

Better still, he’ll tell you in earnest 
that he “knows very little about a 
lot of things”—his mantra is simply 
“Don't think about it; just do it.” His 
energy is infectious, undeniably sin- 
cere, and the most likely reason the 
Harcourt House Arts Council chose 
to nominate him for the “Outstand- 
ing Promotion of the Arts” award at 
this year's Mayor's Celebration of the 
Arts. 

“It's very flattering: ‘promoter’!”

Buchanan gushes. “Maybe more 
flattering than a category like ‘inno- 
vator’ because I’m using a medium 
someone else developed: what makes 
it what it is is the people—that's the 
end result. These artists—the peo- 
ple—invite you into their lives, and 
it's a privilege to be given that oppor- 
tunity.” 

Since the launch of Sound of My 
Own Voice in August 2006, Buchan- 
an has profiled more than 100 artists 
and their projects in the Edmonton 
area and accumulated close to an 
hour's worth of original documentary 
material, some of which will appear 
in his forthcoming full-length docu- 
mentary Taken for Granted—a peak 
into the beast that is provincial and 
national grant-based arts funding 
Originally from Toronto, Buchanan 
began—“like everyone,” he jokes—as 
an actor, writer, and composer in the 
theatre scene. This eventually seg- 
ued into music production, manag- 
ing a few bands, and even landing a 
television gig drafting concepts for 
reality shows—programs which, he 
says coyly, shall remain nameless. 

“It was always, in one way or an- 
other, a carrot on the end of a stick— 
a way to learn the industry through 
the up-and-down success. For a long 
time I had done nothing but grant 
applications and rewrites, and at an-

other time | felt like more of a°busi- 
nessperson and less of an artist.” 

The explanation of how he arrived 
in his present gig is a mouthful, even 
for Buchanan. When he and his wife 
moved to Edmonton in 2003 for 
family reasons, he took a job that 
provided little excitement save for 
one particular day when a fiftysome- 
thing gentleman (whom Buchanan 
had met just weeks earlier) told Bu- 
chanan the previous night he had 
dreamt of moving to Vancouver, and 
would do so in 14 days. The gentle- 
man promptly bought a motorcycle 
(even though he had no idea how to 
ride it) and Buchanan, who thought 
the story was nothing short of as- 
tonishing, picked up a FAVA mem- 
bership and whatever gear he could 
to document the story. The rest, as 
they say, is history: the raw, “living 
documentary” microproduction that 
is Sound of My Own Voice. 

“It's always been like changing a 
baby and riding a horse at the same 
time,” Buchanan says matter-of-fact- 
ly. “Every day there's some hurdle or 
some challenge. But to me it’s always 
been about the challenge: what one 
person can do with an $800 camera, 
a $150 microphone, and a five-year- 
old laptop. I like that challenge.” 

Entirely self-funded and still gain- 
ing momentum, Taken for Granted 


should hit the festival circuit in late 
2008/early 2009. It will be the cul 


mination of many highs and lows 


and—we can safely say—brimming 
with the same passion Buchanan 
squeezes into every Sunday evening 
broadcast between midnight and 2 
a.m 

“Does anybody want to see a film 
on grant-based arts funding? No. But 
that’s just it—the reality is that nobody 
wants to see a film on grant-based 
arts funding.

This week, Jill and Mandy become 
time-travelers and review Seeing 
Through Modernism: Edmonton 
1970-1985 at the Art Gallery of Al- 
berta. 


Jill: The first thing I noticed about 
this show was the exuberant use of 
thin gold frames imported directly 
from the 70s! Was your first impres- 
sion of the show more intellectual? 
Mandy: My first impression? 
Hmmm.... probably the scale. The 
paintings are giant. I got the sense 
that if there were smaller paintings 
inthe room, they would be consumed 
by the others—ruthlessly. Also, that 
the modernist artists in this era were 
really excited about the development 
of acrylic paint—acrylics being a rel- 
atively new invention, dating back to 


' the ‘40s and '50s—and the formal 


possibilities it opened up. 

Jill: I was surprised, actually, by 
my reaction to the show: I really 
enjoyed it. Not fully knowing its in- 
tentions, | was worried it would just 
be about the Edmonton modernist 
painters and their new, slightly tired 
works. Instead, the show was about 
the history of art in Edmonton. The 
comparison between the Edmonton 
Art Gallery's ferocious spate of col- 
ecting modernist art in the "70s and 
'80s and the formation of SNAP and 


_ Latitude 53 as counterpoints to the 


movement was very well-displayed. 
am glad the curators decided to il- 
ustrate this point, because | think 
that Edmonton has a reputation for 
eing mainly about modernist paint- 
ing and nothing else. (Okay, maybe 
gross architecture.) The city’s alter- 


" native art scene has and always will 





be a crucial element of its identity. 

Mandy: Do you think that the 
weight of modernism, with this 
intense history and influence in 
Edmonton, is a positive force, or 
something to be reckoned with? It's 
4 pretty huge shadow to develop un- 
der, 

Jill: I think it's positive for a city 
to have any sort of real history in 
the arts. Edmonton modernism put 
this city on the map (as much as €d- 
monton is “on the map” in terms of 
art and culture), but it is definitely 
3 daunting movement to someone 
like me who is involved with more 
“alternative” art practices such as 


printmaking. That said, the print 
making department at the Universi 
ty of Alberta, as well as SNAP, have 
made €dmonton an international 
printmaking centre. I think we’re 
doing well against the modernist 
painters! As a painter, what are your 
thoughts? , 

Mandy: | may be a painter, but 
I’m not from the '70s Actually, this 
show reminded me of when I first 
moved to Edmonton to go to the U 
of A. I would visit the Edmonton Art 
Gallery, so excited that there even 
was an actual art gallery for me to 
go to! The works in this show have 
been hugely influential to my own 
education and development. I've 
seen most of them many times over 
the years, and for me they’ve kind of 
become synonymous with Edmon- 
ton itself. It's encouraging to see that 
it's possible for this community to 
exhibit that level of support towards 
its culture. Now, though, we need 
it to evolve and be shared with the 
contemporary scene. | think that the 
alternative and artist-run venues, 
some of which you mentioned, have 
been really leaders in that role 

Jill: You are so from the ’70s. The

the way the show was

through it. I was lucky enough to be 
in the gallery with a man who chat 
ted with me about the show and art 
in general. He audits classes at the 
University of Alberta and says he’s 
disappointed that they don't offer 
a class specifically on Alberta art 
I can’t help but agree with him. I 
think that more emphasis should be 
placed on our history as an artistic 
culture. Recognizing our own his- 
tory and educating Edmontonians 
about it are really important to our 
present and future—not to sound too 
cheesy. 

Mandy: Alright, then: we agree 
that this is an important show, ob- 
serving context and intent. But I bet

We remembered the news report- 
ing Rachel Corrie’s death in Gaza in 
2003; some called it tragic. Others 
called her an American Idiot of the 
most foolish kind. 

Perhaps we got ahead of ourselves, 
we silly Western kids, raving about 
the Israeli-Palestinian conflict and 
the questionable role of Western 
do-gooderism in war-torn coun- 
tries. Knowing that controversy still 
girds not only the production of this 
play—which has been unabashedly 
promoted by Corrie’s parents—but 
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also the circumstances surrounding 
her death, I sat down with unavoid- 
ably mixed feelings in front of the 
Catalyst’s bullet-riddled concrete set, 
so strongly resembling the anony- 
mous corners of the all-too-recog- 
nizable strip shown in the media. 

By the end of Lora Brovold’s 
solo performance, which rejiggers 
Corrie’s personal writings into a 
90-minute monologue, my _nig- 
gling devil's advocate perspective 
on the issue was tossed aside. As 
the play progresses through Corrie's 


squeaky-clean liberal upbringing, 
her impetuous and altruistic adoles- 
cence, and her pretentious Second 
Year University Student phase, | 
couldn't help but recognize a little bit 
of every young woman I knew in her 
early adulthood. And perhaps that's 
why I found the play so sincere—and 
so devastating. 

The show opens with Corrie 
crouching in her room, overly dra- 
matically squealing about the mon- 
strous bloody walls (which she’s 
painted red) that she fears are 
about to descend and destroy her. 
The high-pitched energy of the first 
scenes is grating, like the voices of 
so many idealistic youths rant- 
ing and raving about how much 
they think they know. The charac- 
ter quickly progresses to reflecting 
about how foolish she was just min- 
utes before, realizing the silliness of 
gluing things to her walls in poetic 
teenage glory. 

Corrie’s collected correspondence 
and e-mails are eventually folded 
into the travel diary of her ‘experi- 
ence in Rafah, a Palestinian town 
on the Gaza Strip where she stayed 
with a welcoming and doting Mus- 
lim family, their doorway the spot of 
Corrie’s eventual demise. With Cor- 
rie all of 23 years old at the time of 


her death, one has to wonder hoy, 
her writing would have evolved hay 
she lived long enough to reflect agajy 
on herself after leaving Rafah 

The play does not present 
balanced view of the Gaza conflicy 
and doesn't claim to. Brovold’s pe; 
formance ranges from endearing 
and childlike to sorrowful and fry 
trating, sprinkled at every turn with 
inevitable Western self-reflexivity 
and bourgeois doubt. Though || 
text was not written for the stage 
Brovold’s intensity serves as a chill 
ing reminder of the brashness and 
determination of young Corrie~ 
traits she exuded even from a very 
early age. 

The play closes with a short vide; 
of a 10-year-old Corrie speaking of 
her aims to rid the world of human 
injustices—a_ last-minute  wrenct 
thrown in for anyone left still bit 
ing a quivering lip. Though the show 
doesn’t express all sides of the issue 
and may seem like a bit of a diatribe 
(for which the character apologizes 
as the lights finally fade), the crux 
of this production is that it'll make 
you talk about it. Even if you dont 
see it. And that's exactly the point 
Whether or not you see it for the 
cause, this is one little play that will 
rip your heart out.

Dear Helping, 

My uncle had Lou Gehrig's disease.

So I feel for you. And I think it’s 
very compassionate and kind of you 
to want to look into this for him. 

Cory Silverberg, one of the owners 
of the Toronto-based sex shop co- 
operative Come As You Are is also 
one of the authors of The Ultimate 


Guide to Sex and Disability. | pre- 
sented your question to him and he 
told me that in the survey they did 
for the book, many of the respon- 
dents wrote in about their experi- 
ences with sex workers. 

He also pointed out that “sex work- 
ers and people living with disabilities 
have something in common when 
it comes to sex, as both groups are 
wrongfully seen as sexual outcasts.” 

His advice? Avoid the ads in the 
Yellow Pages. He recommended the 
website www.eros-guide.com as a 
good place to start. 

“It's a good idea to e-mail [the 
woman you're considering hiring] 


a good client if you want a good ex- 
perience with a sex worker. This in- 
cludes being respectful, polite, and 
as up-front as you can about what 
you'd like and any specific concerns 
you have. Silverberg also recom- 
mends a site called The Outsiders 
(www.outsiders.co.uk), a great dis- 
ability organization with lots of free 
information about sex and disabil- 
ity. 

If you or your friend wants more 
information, they can certainly 
check out Silverberg’s book, which 
was recently re-released as part of 
Cleis Press’ Ultimate Guide series.

HOW I FOUND A GRASSROOT CULTURAL 
OASIS ON THE FRINGES OF DOWNTOWN 





As a native Edmontonian, I don't 
instinctively turn to 95 Street and 
Jasper Avenue as a place to spend a 
Saturday afternoon, never mind dis- 
cover Edmonton's grassroots artists 
and musicians. 

My travels through the area usu- 
ally involve brisk walking or rapid 
driving. The glaring orange and yel- 
low signs announcing cheap thrills, 
the down-on-their luck neighbours... 
well, the surroundings don’t neces- 
sarily suggest a fun time. 

But on this particular Saturday 
afternoon I was driven by a secret 
desire, 

My socialist tendencies don't al- 
low for broad dissemination of this 
quirk, but since it’s just between us... 
like shopping. Quite a lot. 

And so, to satisfy my deep, dark 
capitalist secret, I've found a solution 
that tempers my guilt: I try to sup- 


port local designers. 

Of course, I could do that more 
easily if the current rental market 
didn't discourage the development of 
independent designer stores across 
the city. 

That being the case, the outer edg- 
es of Jasper Avenue seemed as likely 
a place as any to find that one scarf 
to complete my excessive black shirt 
accessorizing. The thought of a new 
discovery hiding in an aging brick 
building spurred me on. 

The place was easy to miss, nes- 
tled as it was between the faded red 
peepshow signs and the melting grey 
snow. | nearly passed right by the 
open bay windows of The ARTery. 
But as I rushed past, brightly lit bau- 
bles caught the corner of my eye. 

I nudged opened the wooden door, 
its aching hinges announcing my ar- 
rival, and peeked inside. I saw small 
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tables holding new t-shirts, each with 
their own design, loudly coloured, 
vegan-friendly wallets, piles of feath- 
ered jewelry, hanging dresses, and 
baskets of unidentified art. 

Small eddies of people bustled 
about the white-walled room ask- 
ing the designers questions. | soon 
picked out a group of local radicals 
who weren't hostile to my secret 
capitalist yearning for radical home- 
made treasures. 

We began to flip our way through a 
rack of dresses by locals Cinder and 
Smoke.
